Part of Paper No. 0603 
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Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 USC 103 as unpatentable over Lee, Frisch or 
Goldenberg in view of Ogawa, Echols or Klein Schmidt for the specific reasons set forth in the 
prior office in the prior office action (2-7-03). 

Regarding applicants comments it is noted that Goldenberg explicitly teaches a stop: see 
e.g. col. 3, In 49-col. 4 In. 5. 

It is noted that ''the charge redistribution device operable — due to the temperature 
change — to relieve — due to temperature induced deformation — " is merely a statement of 
desired function which adds no structure to the combination claimed. Each of Ogawa, 
Kleinschmidt and Echols clearly and explicitly provide motivation for providing a charge 
dissipation menus for a piezoelectric device subjected to pyroelcctric effects caused by the change 
in ambient temperature. 

Claims 1 5-23 are allowed.
